WHO’S WHO IN THE CAST 


WALTER ABEL, although he had been - 
playing in the theatre for three years at 
the time joined the Kenneth MacGowan 
Eugene O’Neill-Robert Edmund stage ven- 
ture in Provincetown and was for some- 
time prominently identified with it. In 
New York he did several O’Neill plays in- 
cluding “Glencairn,”’ “Beyond the Hori- 
zon” and “Desire Under the Elms.” With 
the Theatre Guild he did “Back to Methu- 
selah” and “Ambush” and last season 
was in “When Mourning Becomes Elec- 
tra.” 


FRANCES FULLER made her first stage 
pearance at the age of seven in a Wash- 
ington production of “‘Rackety Packety 
House.” Three years ago she played the 
leading role in “Saturday’s Children’’, 
then came a variety of parts in a summer 
company in Stockbridge, and “Night Hos- 
tess” on the West Coast. In New York 
she has been seen as Peggy Grant in 
“The Front Page,’ Jane Geddess in 
“Cafe” and Jenny Townsend in “Five 
Star Final.” All last season she played 
the part of Daisy Sage in the production 
of “The Animal Kingdom” in New York. 


LORA BAXTER earned her first salary 
on the scenario staff of Metro-Goldwyn 
Mayer when she was eighteen. Not long 
after, she appeared in a vaudeville sketch 
at the Palace, New York, and was signed 
immediately by a producer. Since then 
she has been in “The Behavior of Mrs. 
Crane,” “Fog,” “The Unsophisticates,” 
“The Great Gatsby” and the Los Angeles 
production of “Holiday.” She originated 
and played all last year in New York, 
the role of Cecelia Henry in “‘The Animal 
Kingdom.” 


WILLIAM HARRIGAN, who is the son 
of the actor-manager, Edward Harrigan, 
was seen in the Theatre Guild production 
of “The Moon on the Yellow River.” He 
spent two years in Hollywood, after hav- 
ing scored successes in Eugene O’Neill’s 
“The Great God Brown,” in which he 
played the title role; Belasco’s produc- 
tion of “The Dove,’ “The Acquittal,” 
with Chrystal Herne; “Polly Preferred,” 
with Genevieve Tobin; “Whispering 
Friends,’ “Sandalwood” and many others. 
He commanded the famous Third Battal- 
ion of the 307th Infantry during the war. 
He originated the part of Richard Regan 
in “The Animal Kingdom” and played it 
during its lengthy Broadway run. 


FREYA LEIGH was born in Mexico. Her 
stage beginning was had with the Henry 
Duffy company at the El Captain theatre. 
Hollywood and afterward she played for 
several months at the Vine Street. thea- 
tre in plays done by Edward Everett Hor- 
ton. A yéar with the Theatre Guild fol- 
lowed and then a MGM contract took her 
away from the stage until the past spring.
